Mini Lesson 


1. Refer students to Handout: IR Book Page and review the question on theme for "Book Chat #2." Brainstorm with students examples of 
themes from works of fiction and literary nonfiction studied previously. 


Learning

1. In their groups, students discuss responses for "Book Chat #2" and record the information in the Reader's Notebook. 

2. Each group shares their theme with the class. 


Closure
